THE man who docs not at all times feel 


an active interest in the welfare and growth 
of his own town is a pretty poor citizen.

But fortunately for its own prestige 
Colorado Springs awoke in time.

FROSTBITE 


The name of frostbite is generally 


applied to local effects of severe cold 
on the human body. In reality, chapped 
face and hands are frostbites, too, as 
arc chilblains. 


In another articlp we will trf-at of 


chilblains, and te<lm their origin, as 
well as their effects, and the best meth- 
ods of prevention 


When part of the bodv is exposed to 


great cold, so as to become frostbitten, 
it-first turns pale, as if all the blood 
had been driven from it 
It feels 


dreadfully cold,, tinjcles and loses its 
fpelinp. 
Then the tfnglinfi stops, the 


part'fecohies stiff and leathery.' with. 
th<* complete loss of all sensation and 
motion. 
Finally It shrinks and be- 


comes hard- 


At this stage the frostbitten part pre- 


sents a mottled appearance, caused b) 
the coagulation of tl%e Wood in the af- 
fected area. .The little cells that go .to 
make up the body have already Suc- 
cumbed to the cold, and it may be tmh 
said thftt this part of the body has 
been frozen to death. 


Then a process very similar to gan- 


grene sets in, and a vivid lit\e of sepa- 
ration is noticed between the living and 
the dead tissues. 
- White the sudden application of in- 
tense cold may cause frostbite, the 
worst effects usually follow the equally 
sudden removal of the cold, «.nd the ap- 
plication of heat to th« frostbitten part. 
The violent reaction thus set up is 
worse In its effects than )s the simple 
frostbite. 


When a part is frostbitten it should 


be rubbed first with spew, then with 
ice water, then With water of the ot- 
dthary temperature.

"Smith -win? 
If he plays better than the majority of 


tlios.e with whom be plays, why can't bo acquire some 
of the money which, they regulatly lose? 


There are many reasons why Smith—the average 


player—cannot win 


If be plajs m a "kitty" game (a game in which 


a eertflin percentage is taken, out fov the "house") he 
is up against a proposition^ on which no fair player can. 
lioat with any degree of regularity. The "kitty" is a 
constant grind and makes loseis out of all the players 
iu the couisc of time. The ten-cent "cut'" in on ordi- 
nary fifty-cent limit same ranges from four to ^ eight 
flollars per how, and in the course of an evenittg it 
is enough to more thaC stand off an ordinary payer's 
best efforts to win 
Smith is indeed lucky if he 


breaks eveu in a "kitty" game. 


The players who win right along are those^ who 


cheat, and tie fact that there arc almost invariably one 
op more persons in every game who at least cheats a 
little (all they know howl makes it all the more dif- 
ficult for Smith to win. 
Gambling at cards is not an 


lionesit man's trame, and the person who ean't^cbeai 
or does not want to chest lias no business playing cards 
for money. 


Some players cheat by "stacking"' the cards or ar- 


ranging1 them in aucli order that when they are dealt 
"lie or more players receive the cards which the one 
who did" the stacking d«sires them tt> b»vp.

those tricks and methods he better confine his card 
playing to solitaire, played at liome, and with only 
matches wagered on the result. 


I have frequently played iu game5! in which thcfe 


tvns all kinds flf cheating going -oiv but by doing A 
little better work -than my opp-onents 'I was almost 
invariably able io win. In such games the pjsyers who 
\v«"re cheating generally won; tbosc who did not cheat 
had no chance to win.

iS no t-Ulmary secret 10 
dear to the femintao heart as a 
recipe 
bequeathed 
by 
«ne's 
great-great- grandmother. The- reeipes 
for these little cakes have been used 
for 
generations by the Moravians 
whose quaint Old World religious cus- 
toms have withstood our fln-de-siecle 
civilisation for a century and a half 
To them the neighborly exchange of 
Christmas cakes i* an Institution as 
honored as the singing of carols, and 
much more gratifying to the youngsters 
who revel in edible birds and beasts 
cut 
after 
the grotesque 
Moravian 
patterns. The cutters used to form 
these untwual shapes are now found 
In some hourae-furnishlng stores, but 
they can be made by any tinsmith. 
Cakes mads from these recipes will 
keep for weeks if they art put in a 
atone crock m a cool place. Pepper 
nuts ar« especially «opd for long keep- 
Ing, because they contain no shorten- 
ing to become rancid. 
If they are 
made before Christmas they will keep 
perfectly until late in the spring All 
of these calves are better if they are 
mixed one day and baked the next 
The dough should be covered and kept 
In a cool place overnight. 


Pepper Nut*. 
Mix ona pound and a, quarter of 
brown s>ugar, two tablespoonfuls 
of. 
cinnamon, one tablospoonful of cloves 
and one teaspoonful of baking pow- 
der.
